Youna’s RANCH, 30 Mires BELOW COLORADO, 
rı November 20th, 1860; - 


‘For several weeks, yours tespèctfolly, 
had been contemplating a visit to the Tar- 
famed Canon City. Oo Piiday last I de- 
parted. from Denyer in company with 
Messrs Geo. H. and John E. Tappan— 
they bound for Colorado, and I for the 
City of ‘the Arkansas The snow was 
falling rapidly and the prospect of a pleas- 
int ride not very brilliant. The air was 
warm, aud as a consequence the snow 
i - was quite moist, rendering :t impossible 
for our motive power—two low-pres- 
sure mules, each with four walking-beams, 
anid fonr feet stroke—to accomplish move 
than three mies per hour. But wrapped 
in our blankets, and having a good supply

From the San Juan Mines Direct. 

Our townsman, Mr. J. C. Remington, 
arrived on Saturday last, direct from che 
; new diggmgs among the San Juan Moun- 
i tuns, and furnishes us with the following 
sketch of his trip, which will be interest- 
ing to the reader, as we believe it is the 
first really authentic report from that much 
talked-of region. 

Mr. Remington jomed Capt. Charles, 
Baker’s company in Taos, and crossed the 
Mountains with wagons to Abiquiu, a 
amall Mexican town of some five hundred 
inhabitants. Here they left thei wagons, 
and packed their provisions on their ani- 
mals over the Sierra Madre, crossing the 
San Juan River, and four or five other 
streams not laid down on any of the maps. 
They struck the Rio Padre about 60 miles 
from sts source, and followed it up tilb 
they reached the diggings, previously dis~ 
covered by Capt. Buker. ‘They found no 
indications of any one having been there 


3 since Capt. Baker left last Summer.

h í É about fifteen miles upon each of the main 
re are branches of the Rio Padre, as well as 
£ } 4 many of the gulches putting ip fiom either 
mE i i side, and obrained from one to fifteen cents 


tothe pan. There is plenty of water in 
all the gulches, and no stripping is neces- 
sary, the dict prospecting well from the 
surface. The gold obtained was shot, or 
coarse gold. Some fifteen leads were 
found crossing the heads of the streams, 
of borh virgin or decomposed quartz. 
There is plenty of timber handy for build- 
ing purposes. 

Mr. Remington is of the opinion that 
these mines will prove good paying dig- 
gings, but it will’ be too cold to work to 
i advantage (luring the winter months. He 
; speaks in the highest terms of Capt Ba- 
ker, as an enterprising and persevering 
prospector. He had left, with a portion 
of his company, to prospect upon the 
head waters of the Gila. 

; A town called Baker City was laid out 
j in Baker’s Park, a beautiful valley upon

mining’ district. Some 25 or 80 miles 
south is a fine valley of large extent, suit- 
able for grazing and farming. 
t The most direct route to these mines

road, and the ‘distance from here to” the 
Rio Padre mines is about 450 miles, s+. 
Capt. Baker’s party saw a good many 
Utes, but very few Navajoes ; these tribes 
are at war with each other, but made no 
hostile demonstrations ngainst the whites.

A few days- since we visited the scene 
of mining operations, at the entrance to 
the canon of Clear Creek, about a mile 
above Golden City, and found several men 
busily at work.

prospected, we ure told, twenty cents to 
the pan, but there seems to be some diffi- 
culty in saving the gold with the sluices. 
From out own observation we would 
judge that the sluices were worked with 
too great a head of water; one half the 
amount would carzy off the dirt as well, 
and not take the fine scale gold along with 
it. A greater length of sluice would add 
to its efficiency, and if a tank could be 
placed near its end, so that the still water 
within would cause an eddy in the current, 
we think the gold would thereby settle to 
the bottom and be saved. Will some one 
try the experiment? 

There :s gold on Clear Creek, and it 
exists in paying quantities; and it only re- 
mains for some one to adopt a means 
whereby it can be separated from the dirt 
with which it 1s mingled.

My last bore date 45 miles to the eest- 
watd, and was written while waiting for 
the clearing away of a snow storm. At 
_. hoon of the same day. the—-sun-appraredy 
, and our driver concluded to try the route 
to this place, in hopes of arriving before 
midnight, Putting in our four mules we 
atarted on our weary way with the snow 
nearly a foot in depth. Our progress was 
slow; nine o’clock at night showing but 
eighteen miles of „road passed over. At 
that hour we were at Tuckey! Creek, so 
called from the immense number of tur- 
kes found upon it, and halted to rest and 
feed our team. 
The night was intensely cold, so much 
so that every particle of iron about the 
carnage was coated with fiost, and the 
wheels in their motion gave forth that dis- 
mal, creaking gound, always indicative of 
a great reverse of heat Finding a shelv- 
iog rock we stopped beneath it, and bnilt 
n huge fire of dead limbs of the pinon, 
which were found in abundance. Aftera 
Stay of two hours we stated, but found it 
impossible to follow the road, and conse- 
quently returned to our fire-place. For 
supper we had—nothing, and the cold was 
sọ intense that sleeping and keeping warm 
were exceedingly difficult, if not out of the 
.qnestion. Our mutes, half frozen, hud- 
‘dled close as they were able to the fire, 
which we had taken caie to make as large 
and cheerful as possible. “Rest? until 
daylight amply satisfied the desires of the 
party, and again,iafter partaking of a break- 
fast similar to our supper of the evening 
previous, we were off,—not like the wind, 
jput at a more sober and dignified pace.— 
Noon found ‘the procession’ twelve miles 
further out, and preparing to halt by the 
side of an ice-bound stream. Driver and 
passengers were felicitating themselves 
over the prospect of ‘snuffing up the 
wind’ fo: their noonday meal, and wash-
